Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  In  all,  10  cases  including  one  non-civilian 
case,  were  notified  as  occurring  in  the  district.  No  deaths  occurred 
amongst  these  cases.  7 cases,  including  the  non  -civilian,  made  a 
complete  recovery.

July  until  end  of  term.

HOUSING. 

No  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

The  situation  as  regards  overcrowding  cannot  at  present  be 
estimated  owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions  created  by  the  War. 

A quota  of  54  new  houses  to  be  erected  on  the  Tenfields  Housing 
Estate,  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  first 
two  post-war  years. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  springs  and  periodic  pumping  from  the  borehole  yielded  a 
good  and  plentiful  supply  of  water  throughout  the  year,  the  rainfall 
during  the  summer  months  was  fairly  heavy,  which  replenished  the 
springs  and  afforded  a constant  supply. 

During  the  short  periods  of  threatened  shortage  in  May,  June  and 
August,  the  surplus  water  from  the  R.A.F.  Station  borehole  proved 
very  useful.  The  present  pumping  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  approx 
70,000  gallons  per  day,  and  approx.  3 million  gallons  were  pumped 
during  the  year  to  augment  the  normal  spring  supply. 

The  quality  of  the  water  as  shown  by  analysis  was  satisfactory. 

All  dwelling  houses  within  the  supply  area,  are  served  by  pipe 
supply  direct  to  the  houses,  with  the  exception  of  2 houses  which 
take  their  supply  by  pipe  direct  to  the  house  from  a private  spring. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report,  which  summarises  the  work  done 
by  his  department,  includes  visits  and  inspections  by  myself  in 
conjunction  with  the  Inspector  with  respect  to  infectious  diseases, 
dairies  cowsheds  and  other  cases  occurring  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts.

AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 

Throughout  the  year,  conditions  remained  quiet  in  the  area,  and 
no  incidents  were  recorded. 

The  Mobile  First  Aid  Unit  was  disbanded  in  October.  Two  Full- 
time Ambulance  Drivers  were,  however,  retained  together  with  three 
ambulances,  which  were  stationed  at  the  A.R.P.  Depot.  These 
ambulances  were  used  for  the  conveyance  of  sick  and  accident  cases 
to  hospital. 

SCHOOL  CLINIC  & INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 


Weekly  sessions  of  the  School  Clinic,  and  fortnightly  sessions  of 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  continue  to  be  held  in  Barnard  Castle, 
under  the  County  Council  Scheme. 

Attendances  of  school  children  at  the  school  clinic  were  moderate.
